But even in “peaceful 
coexistence” Russia can use its vast reser- 
voir of technical talent to exploit its own nat- 
ural resources and export it to underdeveloped 
countries. 

Russian methods have proved so successful 
that despite wartime setbacks (see chart) their 
total supply of working scientists and engine 
surpasses that of the U.S. Their efforts have 
already paid off in some all-important fields. 
They rival the U.S. in atomic energy and may 
be ahead in some phases of guided missile re- 
search (Lire, Feb. 27). The U.S. needed thou- 
sands more engineers last year than it got and 
as a result is suffering delay in fulfillment of 
defense contracts and serious cutbacks in re- 
search programs. 

There are signs that the U.S. has finally 
begun to listen to the insistent warnings 
of scientists, military leaders and government 
officials. One proposal, made by RCA board 
chairman David Sarnoff, is to assign practicing 
engineers as part-time science teachers at in- 
dustry’s expense. But the U.S. has barely 
begun to think about the problem which was 
most concisely expressed by Rear Admiral Hy- 
man Rickover, developer of the Navy's atomic 
submarine, who said, “While our mass pro- 
duction system will permit us for the time 
being to build more things faster than Rus- 
sia, their engineers may soon, by their very 
numbers, invent better machines.

THE NEW COMMUNIST LINE 


IT 1S MORE RATIONAL ONE FOR SOVIET RUSSIA—AND MORE DANGEROUS FOR THE WEST 


In his appearance hefore the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee last week, Secretary Dulles tried to stem the mood of 
growing apprehension in Congress about the state of U.S. 
foreign policy. He said that the free world is stronger than a 
year ago and that the Soviets have been forced to revise their 
whole strategy because it has failed. However true such state- 
ments may be, they cannot dispel the apprehension, which 
not confined to Democrats. However bankrupt the old 
Soviet strategy may be, the international situation remains 
‘im and the new Soviet strategy makes it grimmer. 

To know how grim, one can learn less from the Senate 
hearings than from the recent 20th Congress of the Soviet 
Communist party in Moscow. There the new Communist 
line, developing ever since Stalin's last days, was made offi- 
cial. It is potentially a far more effective line for Communism, 
and more dangerous to the U.S., than any since the Popular 
Front of the 1930s. Communists still (as in the Manifesto) 
“disdain to conceal their views and aims” of world revolu- 
tion. But they have at least three new tactics for disarming 
the suspicion and hostility of their foes. These tactics may 
even succeed in making Communism respectable, in ways its 
Stalinist variant could never be. 

Stalin indeed is the scapegoat of the new line. Its new 
heroes are not even Russians, but symbols of peace and 
national independence like Nehru and Tito. But the Rus- 
sians have begun to earn dividends from these “swift, great 
changes,” as Nehru called the new line last week. For, Nehru 
added, “these changes are taking the Soviet Union more and 
more toward some kind of normalcy, which is to be welcomed 
in every way.” Tito has also voiced his approval; he calls 
Russian Communists his “comrades” for the first time in 
10 years. 


What are these changes? The first, and least important, is 
the substitution of “collective leadership” for one-man rule 
of the Soviet state. Communism has tried this before; Lenin 
was succeeded by a triumvirate for a few years. So keen a 
scholar of Communism as Bertram Wolfe (see his new Si: 
Keys to the Soviet System) believes that Communist dynam- 
ies require and will always produce a single Vozhd—and that 
Khrushchev already enjoys that eminence. But at least Khru- 
shchev is ducking the cultist trappings of absolute power, 
thus assisting the impression that Soviet centralism is now 
more “democratic” than in Stalin’s day. 

The second major change is to make Communism seem 
less violently revolutionary. “Tt is ridiculous to think that 
revolutions are made to order,” said Khrushchev to the par- 
ty congress, and he all but foreswore “interference in the 
internal affairs” of capitalist countries. More important, he 
gave Communists permission to take their membership in 
capitalist parliaments seriously, and to work toward the revo- 
lution by persuasion and balloting instead of by the only 
method previously prescribed in the Communist rule book, 
namely “blowing up the whole machinery.” Mere verbal ruse 
or not, this new line will certainly increase the prestige of the 
Communists in those parliaments—notably France's, Italy's, 
Finland’s—where they are already a strong minority. 

More important still, Khrushchev is here wooing the whole 
non-Communist left, the Socialists and other nonviolent rad- 
icals, toward cooperation with Communists against the com- 
mon capitalist foe. The issue of violence need no longer 
divide them because, says Khrushchev, “the ideas of social- 
ism are really conquering the minds of all toiling mankind.” 
This is a more seductive version of the united front against 


fascism which fooled so many liberals in the ’30s; it is now 
aimed at the much shrewder but equally vulnerable Socialists, 
who have been among Communism’s staunchest foes. 

‘The third change is in Russian foreign policy. Picasso’s 
dove has a whole new set of feathers. They sprouted with the 
announced eutback of the Red army and reached a full wing- 
spread with Bulganin’s recent offer of a treaty of peace and 
friendship with the U.S. This offer (in effect a deal to divide 
the world) has already been turned down by Eisenhower, but 
Khrushchev reverted to it: “We want to be friends with the 
US . without holding a stone behind our back.” Khru- 
shehev welcomes all neutralist countries as full-fledged mem- 
bers of his peace bloc. As a result he can claim that the “zone 
of peace .. . extends over a vast area of the globe, inhabited 
by nearly 1.5 billion people, or the majority of the population 
of our planet.” 

This is surely the grandest claim a Communist has ever 
made. By redefinition, the opponents of Communism are 
turned into an isolated minority, dependents or dupes of a 
war-bent U.S. Such is the trend and pattern of world history 
as Khrushchev paints it. Can he make this picture stick? 

Khrushchev’s “normalcy” has cost the Soviets nothing in 
terms of their new colonial empire or their old techniques of 
power. It offers none of the “deeds” which Eisenhower has 
demanded as the price of Western confidence, But if it is 
just words, they are nevertheless words of devastating import, 
chosen (as Communists usually choose their words) with 
‘are. For the first time since Lenin’s death, the Com- 
s are putting an almost rational face on their beha- 
vior. They are acting, not like Stalinist ogres, but as men in 
charge of great power and great destinies might be expected 
to act. To continue overtaking the capitalist world in indus- 
trial and atomie strength they clearly need an interval of 
peace. and they are buying it for its going rate in Western 
markets. ic. nothing. The only wonder is why they have 
not done this before. 

‘The Administration has yet to figure out a response to this 
new Communist line. We cannot take it at face value, of 
course, but we cannot call it fraudulent either, for it jibes 
with the rational interests of Communism and its intention 
to win the world. Perhaps there is no programmatic answer 
to it, except to engage in the peaceful competition it offers us 
—competition in economic aid, in parliamentary politicking, 
even in Olympic sports. But it would be a grisly mistake to 
suppose that the struggle for the world has been permanently 
attenuated to this liberal, fun-loving, dollar-ruble plane. 


Secretary Dulles says the Soviets have had to “throw out 
their bible of 30 years.” That is surely a mistaken metaphor. 
When Marxism undergoes a new interpretation, as just now 
by Khrushchev, the remarkable thing is not the cynicism or 
frivolity but the thoroughness and piety with which it is done. 
If religion were measured by the seriousness of its believers, 
Marxism would be one of the great world religions. It is now 
trying to appear less tyrannical, less violent and less irration- 
al than it really is. But its real strength remains exactly what 
it was before: the undivided purpose of the believing Com- 
munist, to whom the important thing is “not just to inter- 
pret the world, but to change it.” 

This purpose pervades all the Soviets do, from the train- 
ing of engineers (see pages 31-37) to the set of their foreign 
policy. Americans, by and large, do not seem to want to 
change the world, but to enjoy it. That equilibrium is not 
stable, and is not in our favor.

WILLIAM FAULKNER, THE SOUTH’S FOREMOST WRITER, 
WARNS ON INTEGRATION—STOP NOW FOR A MOMENT’ 


Throughout the world William Faulkner's novels and stories, for which 
he won the 1949 Nobel Prize, have made him the most famous portraitist 
of the American South, past and present. He has put himself on record 
as opposed to forcible continuation of the Negroes’ traditional place of 
inferiority in the South. But in recent weeks, disturbed by the violence 
arising out of Southern resistance to integration of schools, he has writ- 
ten this personal, subjective document, a warning letter to the North: 


Y family has lived for generations in one same small section of 

north Mississippi. My great-grandfather held slaves and went 
to Virginia in command of a Mississippi infantry regiment in 1861. 
I state this simply as credentials for the sincerity and factualness 
of what I will try to say. 

From the beginning of this present phase of the race problem in the 
South, I have been on record as opposing the forces in my native coun- 
try which would keep the condition out of which this present evil and 
trouble has grown. Now I must go on record as opposing the forces 
outside the South which would use legal or police compulsion to eradi- 
cate that evil overnight. I was against compulsory segregation. I am 
just as strongly against compulsory integration. Firstly of course from 
principle. Secondly because I don’t believe compulsion will work. 

There are more Southerners than I who believe as I do and have 
taken the same stand I have taken, at the same price of contumely 
and insult and threat from other Southerners which we foresaw and 
were willing to accept because we believed we were helping our native 


land which we love, to accept a new condition which it must accept 
whether it wants to or not. That is, by still being Southerners, yet 
not being a part of the general majority Southern point of view; by 
being present yet detached, committed and attainted neither by 
Citizens’ Council nor NAACP; by being in the middle, being in a 
position to say to any incipient irrevocability: “Wait, wait now, 
stop and consider first.”” 

But where will we go, if that middle becomes untenable? If we 
have to vacate it in order to keep from being trampled? Apart from 
the legal aspect, apart even from the simple incontrovertible immoral- 
ity of discrimination by race, there was another simply human quan- 
tity which drew us to the Negro’s side: the simple human instinct 
to champion the underdog 

But if we, the (comparative) handful of Southerners I have tried 
to postulate, are compelled by the simple threat of being trampled if 
we don't get out of the way, to vacate that middle where we could 
have worked to help the Negro improve his condition—compelled to 
move for the reason that no middle any longer exists—we will have 
to make a new choice. And this time the underdog will not be the 
Negro, since he, the Negro, will now be a segment of the topda 
and so the underdog will be that white embattled minority who are 
our blood and kin. These non-Southern forces will now say, “Go 
then, We don’t want you because we won't need you again.” My 
reply to that i: 

So I would say to the NAACP and all the organizations who would 


re you sure you won't?” 
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compel immediate and unconditional integration: “Go slow now. Stop 
now for a time, a moment. You have the power now; you can afford 
to withhold for a moment the use of it as a force. You have done a 
good job, you have jolted your opponent off-balance and he is now 
vulnerable. But stop there for a moment; don’t give him the ad- 
vantage of a chance to cloud the issue by that purely automatic 
sentimental appeal to that same universal human instinct for auto- 
matic sympathy for the underdog simply because he is under.” 

And I would say this too. The rest of the United States knows 
next to nothing about the South. The present idea and picture which 
they hold of a people decadent and even obsolete through inbreed- 
ing and illiteracy—the inbreeding a result of the illiteracy and the 
isolation—as to be a kind of species of juvenile delinquents with a 
folklore of blood and violence, yet who, like juvenile delinquents, 
can be controlled by firmness once they are brought to believe that 
the police mean business, is as baseless and illusory as that one a 
generation ago of (oh yes, we subscribed to it too) columned porticoes 
and magnolias. The rest of the United States assumes that this condi- 
tion in the South is so simple and so uncomplex that it can be 
changed tomorrow by the simple will of the national majority backed 
by legal edict. In fact, the North does not even recognize what it 
has seen in its own newspapers. 

T have at hand an editorial from the New York Times of February 
10th on the rioting at the University of Alabama because of the ad- 
mission of Miss Lucy, a Negro. The editorial said: “This is the first 
time that force and violence have become part of the question.” 
‘That is not correct. To all Southerners, no matter which side of the 
question of racial equality they supported, the first implication, and 
—to the Southerner—even promise, of force and violence was the 
Supreme Court decision itself. After that, by any standards at all 
and following as inevitably as night and day, was the case of the 
three white teen-agers, members of a field trip group from a Mississippi 
high school (and, as teen-agers do, probably wearing the bright parti- 
colored blazers or jackets blazoned across the back with the name of 
the school) who were stabbed in passing on a Washington street by 
Negroes they had never seen before and who apparently had never 
seen them before either; and that of the Till boy and the two Missis- 
juries which freed the defendants from both charges; and of the 
sippi garage attendant killed by a white man because, according 
to the white man, the Negro filled the tank of the white man’s car 
full of gasoline when all the white man wanted was two dollars’ worth, 


‘What that war really proved’ 


HIS problem is far beyond a mere legal one. It is even far beyond 

the moral one it is and still was a hundred years ago in 1860, 
when many Southerners, including Robert Lee, recognized it as a 
moral one at the very instant when they in turn elected to champion 
the underdog because that underdog was blood and kin and home. The 
Northerner is not even aware yet of what that war really proved. He 
assumes that it merely proved to the Southerner that he was wrong. 
It didn’t do that because the Southerner already knew he was wrong 
and accepted that gambit even when he knew it was the fatal one. What 
that war should have done, but failed to do, was to prove to the North 
that the South will go to any length, even that fatal and already 
doomed one, before it will accept alteration of its racial condition 
by mere force of law or economic threat. 
ince I went on record as being opposed to compulsory racial 
inequality, I have received many letters. A few of them approved. 
But most of them were in opposition. And a few of these were from 
Southern Negroes, the only difference being that they were polite and 
courteous instead of being threats and insults, saying in effect: 
“Please, Mr. Faulkner, stop talking and be quiet. You are a good man 
and you think you are helping us, But you are not helping us. You are 
doing us harm. You are playing into the hands of the NAACP so that 
they are using you to make trouble for our race that we don’t want. 
Please hush, you look after your white folks’ trouble and let us take 
care of ours.” This one in particular was a long one, from a woman 
who was writing for and in the name of the pastor and the entire 
congregation of her church. It went on to say that the Till boy got 
exactly what he asked for, coming down there with his Chicago ideas, 
and that all his mother wanted was to make money out of the role of 
her bereavement. Which sounds exactly like the white people in the

South who justified and even defended the crime by declining to find 
that it was one. 

We have had many violent inexcusable personal crimes of race 
against race in the South, but since 1919 the major examples of com- 
munal race tension have been more prevalent in the North, like the 
Negro family who were refused acceptance in the white residential 
district in Chicago, and the Korean-American who suffered for the 
same reason in Anaheim, Calif. Maybe it is because our solidarity is 
not racial, but instead is the majority white segregationist plus the 
Negro minority like my correspondent above, who prefer peace to 
equality. But suppose the line of demarcation should become one of 
the race; the white minority like myself compelled to join the white 
segregation majority no matter how much we oppose the principle 
of inequality; the Negro minority who want peace compelled to join 
the Negro majority who advocate force, no matter how much that 
minority wanted only peace? 

So the Northerner, the liberal, does not know the South. He can’t 
know it from his distance. He assumes that he is dealing with a simple 
legal theory and a simple moral idea. He is not. He is dealing with a 
fact: the fact of an emotional condition of such fierce unanimity as to 
scorn the fact that it is a minority and which will go to any length 
and against any odds at this moment to justify and, if necessary, 
defend that condition and its right to it. 

So I would say to all the organizations and groups which would 
force integration on the South by legal process: “Stop now for a 
moment. You have shown the Southerner what you can do and what 
you will do if necessary; give him a space in which to get his breath 
and assimilate that knowledge; to look about and see that (1) Nobody 
is going to force integration on him from the outside; (2) That he 
himself faces an obsolescence in his own land which only he can cure;

An Age of Gilded 
Opulence 


VIGOR EXPANDED VICTORIAN TASTE 
Photographed for LIFE by BRADLEY SMITH 


In the half century that followed the Civil War the U.S. economy ex- 
panded with dazzling speed. Enormous fortunes were made by building 
railroads, founding new industries and exploiting natural resources, Im- 
portant inventions followed one another thick and fast as the nation 
moved through a technological revolution which landed it, at the end 
of this period, in the age of the steel skeleton skyscraper and the mass- 
produced family automobile. 
ee The vigorous Victorians who made money during these years could 
afford to live lavishly and to entertain expensively—and they were ex- 
pected to do so in the burgeoning society of America’s Gilded Age. The 
houses which they built were big and pretentious, elaborately decorated 
outside and in. The Victorian style in domestic architecture was never 
a clear-cut single pattern like the Colonial Cape Cod or the Greek Re- 
vival. Rather it was a boisterous medley of several styles blended into 
something distinctively American. It included the American Gothic (Lire, 
Oct. 17), with peaked gables, towers and profusion of carving; the French 
Renaissance, with mansard roofs and colored stonework; and the English 
Tudor, with its casement windows and half-timbered walls covered with 
stucco or shingles. A full-blown house of the General Grant era might 
have all these showy features, plus some more ideas borrowed from 
Italy, Japan and the 18th Century U.S. 
ide, the Victorian style at its peak was marked by baronial “living 
halls” with massive staircases which cascaded down through the central 
bulk of the house, unifying it and giving an impression of dignity and 
power. A magnificent example is shown in the photo at right. This is the 
staircase at Chateau-sur-Mer, in Newport, R.I, which was built by George 
Wetmore, a China trader, and rated Newport's finest in the 1850s. Twenty 
years later it was being outclassed by the mansions of new millionaires, 
30 Wetmore’s son, recently graduated from Yale (and later to become 
governor of Rhode Island), engaged Richard Morris Hunt, the most fash- 
ionable architect of the day, to give the house more grandeur. 

Hunt added a French ballroom (which was Newport's first), an East- 
lake library, an Italian dining room, a stone porte-cochere. The central 
feature of his plan was the broad three-story oak stairway shown here, 
with its lofty bronze lamp standards and stained-glass windows. The stair 
risers (upper center in photo) are painted in a design of latticework, birds 
and branches which create the illusion of a skylight looking out to a well- 
tamed garden. This cozy domestic effect, which was sought for in even the 
most spacious Victorian interiors, is enhanced by the foliage pattern of 
the dark green wallpaper. 

A great house like this required more rooms and services (such as 
bathrooms, closets and pantries) than American homes ever had before. 
Architects expanded their designs to meet this demand: unlike the build- 
ers of Cape Cod cottages and Greek Revival temple-homes who tailored 
their houses to established forms, the Victorians allowed the enlarged in- 
terior plan of the house to determine its general shape and size. Vic- 
torian architecture, though it continued to borrow widely in its decorative 
effects, was in the end an indigenous American style, more flamboyant 
and more inventive than the English style from which it took its name.

The steel frame skyscraper was the crowning 
glory of Victorian inventiveness and engineer- 
ing skill, When business offices jammed the 
downtown districts of cities, every foot of real 
estate became precious and multistory build- 
ings became a ni y. The safety elevator, 
invented in 1852, made such buildings prac 
cal. New methods of heating, lighting and sani- 
tation and new materials—mass-produced steel, 
reinforced concrete, ceramics and glass—were 
developed for their construction. 

In Chicago, a new generation of architect- 
engineers broke brilliantly with the past to 
design the world’s first skyscrapers.

A ‘brain’ details the value of insulation 


‘The electronic computer, heretofore given to 
such tasks as calculating shell trajectories and 
life expectancies, now has a homey new chore: 
figuring how to keep a house warm. To help 
evaluate home heating equipment and build- 
ing materials, scientists at the Minneapolis- 
Honeywell Regulator Company have created 
what they call their house analog computer. 

Into the computer they feed a wi riety 
of information about a house: size, shape, 
construction, the number of doors and win- 
dows, the insulation. To this the researchers 


add information about the average tempera- 
tures and wind outside. In one second the 
brain runs through 60 days’ worth of weather 
and reveals what the fuel bill for the house 
would be under the given conditions, 

Using the brain, the researchers have col- 
lected the best information yet on insula- 
tion and how it can pay for itself by slicing 
fuel bills. The chart below summarizes what 
the brain discovered about many kinds of in- 
sulation for a ranch-type house with 1,200 
square feet of floor space. For example, to put

BEST INSULATION IS MOST: 
WHAT THE HOME OWNER CAN DO 


The electronic brain, whirring through facts about hypothetical 
houses, came up with hypothetical fuel savings, which will vary in 
actual practice. Important factors include house size, local fuel costs, 
the temperature at which a house is kept, the number of youngsters 
who run in and out of the house dozens of times a day. But in all 
cases the savings from proper insulation will be great. 

For any house the best insulation is the most insulation: attic plus 
outside walls plus storm doors and windows and weather stripping. 
For nearly all frame houses the most practical single form of insula- 
tion is a thick layer of material laid between joists in the attic floor. 
Luckily, this form of insulation is the easiest for the home owner to 
apply himself, providing that the attic floor is unfinished and the 
joists exposed. Mineral wool loose or in blankets or batts is available 
in a wide assortment of brands. The job of insulating a finished attic 
should best be left to a professional. 

The efficiency of insulation varies with the style of the house. The 
studies found, for example, that attic floor insulation in a two-story 
colonial type house cuts fuel costs only a third to a half as much as 
in a ranch type of equal floor space because the ceiling area is less. 
On the other hand, storm doors and windows produce 10% more 
fuel saving in the colonial house because the door and window area 
is usually greater there than in a ranch or split-level house, Exterior 
wall insulation costs more, but also saves more, in the two-story 
house than for the split-level house or most ranch houses. 

Like most attic insulation, storm 
by the adept home owner. Wall insulation, which must include some 
kind of vapor barrier to prevent condensation, should be done only 
by professionals, Weather stripping is often done by amateurs but is 
a tricky business and should be done by professionals for best results.

HE mailed the form and waited. She had no thought but that the 
answer would be yes.

At the top of the letter were large capital letters which said: “INFORMAL 
LETTER OF REFUSAL.” 

Unbelieving, Grace Li swept through it. It was a printed form listing 
different possible reasons for refusal. Opposite a line which referred to 
the “Immigration Act of 1924”—at that time the basic American immi- 
gration law—was a check mark. 

Grace Li was unable to get any further official explanation. But by

Grace Li was now 24 years old. 

Searching for an opening through the paper wall, Li in New York 
came upon an idea, Perhaps U.S. consular officials in European 
countries might not be so strict with Orientals as were those in He 
Kong, which was at the Communist border. Several Chinese he had 
met in New York had got into the U.S. from France. 

“Go to Europe.” he wrote his wife in 1951. Go to France. . . .” 

Promptly Grace Li went off to the French consulate on Queen's

lumbia University to admit her as a student, starting in the fall 
term of 1952.

On March 19, 1952, Grace Li got her French visitor’s visa. It re- 
quired that she be in France by Sept. 19. She went straight over to a 
French shipping line.

Her visa to Canada would allow her only two months there. Let 
happen what will happen after that, she thought. At least Chiu 
would be able to come see her during those two months. 

She booked passage on the Veendam of the Holland-America 
line. She shipped on her eamphor wood chest. 

After 11 days by boat and by train she arrived in Montreal. It 
was cold and snow lay along the streets. She got a room in the 
Y.W.C.A. She had a bath and washed her hair. She put on her 
flannel pajamas, ‘Then she picked up the phone and asked for 
long distance. 

“T want to speak to Mr. P. C. Li in New York. . . .” 

Since it was night she called him at the restaurant where he 
worked after school hours.

She sat there looking out the window at the wet, cold-looking 
street. He sounded the same, she thought, and yet he sounded 
like a complete stranger. It was curious. 

She slept better that night than in a long, long time. 

Next day she went to the railway station to check on her cam- 
phor wood chest. It had arrived and to save storage charges she 
asked the help of a social worker, who arranged to have it stored 
free of cost in the basement of St. James United Church. The chest 
tucked away, she launched her calls on her fifth U.S. consulate, 
asking them if they had an answer on her student visa. 

At last her file arrived at the consulate. A decision-had been 
reached: Your application for admission to the United States as 
a student has been rejected.” 

A great numbness came over her. All she could think was that 
after nine months they finally said no again. She looked out the 
window. It’s April, she thought. It’s beginning to be spring. 

She phoned her husband. They both stood bent and bewildered 
before the news that their last avenue of getting together had been 
blocked off. They were not giving up yet, he said, not when they 
were only 325 miles apart. 

On top of the crushing news of her rejection for entrance into 
the United States came another blow. It appeared to be impossible 
for Li to get up to Canada to see her. His trouble arose out of 
the fact that he was one of those Chinese students who remained 
in the U.S. as aliens without “status” after the Communist con- 
quest of their homeland. The U.S. immigration office in New York 
told Li that if he went to Canada, he might not be able to get back 
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to the L Not only that, but there was no telling what Canada 
might do with him if the U.S. would not let him return. 

But Li was unable to stand being only miles from his wife 
without seeing her. He decided he would just have to take the risk 
and go. On the night of June 15, 1953 he got on a train out of 
York’s Grand Central Station. Next morning he got off at the 
Station in Montreal. It was 8:40 a.m. 

‘The concourse of the Windsor Station in Montreal is 400 feet 
long and overhung by a vast skylight. That morning the June sun 
poured brilliantly through the glass and held her, almost as in a 
spotlight, when he walked through the gate and saw her—for the 
first time in five years. 

She was wearing a black Chinese dress with the slits in the sides. 
She had gone over to the basement of the St. James Church to 
get it out of the camphor wood chest. She stood there. Carrying 
his grip, he walked across the 20 feet to her. Then he was touching 
She was trembling almost violentl.

Presently she got her visitor's visa to Canada renewed for an 
entire year. 

On the morning of next visit she felt a great surge of 
anticipation. Waiting under the skylight, she watched the minutes 
tick off on the big station clock. Then she could see the New York 
train chugging in, She waited and many passengers came through 
the gate. She could not see Li anywhere. She wondered if he had 
missed the train. No, he would have wired. 

Then at last she saw him—but walking beside him was a man 
in a blue uniform. As her husband came up she could see that he 
was terribly distraught. 

“I’m having some trouble with the immigration,” he said. 

The man in the blue uniform, she realized, was a Canadian im- 
migration officer. She felt suddenly very weak. The officer was 
escorting her husband into the immigration office at the station. 
Hurriedly she walked along with them. They went inside and she 
heard the officer speak to her husband. 

“You can’t come here without some proof that you can get back 
into the U. “Otherwise we have no assurance that the 
U.S. will let you back in. There's a train back to New York in a 
half hour. I’m afraid you'll have to take it.” 

“But I was here just recently,” Li said. “I was here for a two- 
week visit.”

Back in New York, Li wrote to the Department of Citizenship 
and Immigration in Ottawa a for visiting privileges to Canada. 
Soon he received an answer: “It is regretted we are unable to offer 
facilities for you to visit Canada.” 

Apparently it had simply been luck that allowed him to get in 
on his first try. 

Grace Li was 27 years old. 

In Montreal her desperation and loneliness grew with the pas- 
e of weeks. One day in November she could ‘stand it no longer. 
he made her way down to the U.S. Consulate on Stanley Street 
and made a frantic appeal. 

“May I go to the United States for one weekend to visit my 
husband? Let me go for just one weekend. Two days. I will put up 
bond, any bond you want, to assure you I will return to Canada.” 

The vice consul was sympathetic. It was just, he said accurately, 
that such a thing was not allowed for in any of the regulations. 

For the first of the many times she had been in a consular or 
immigration office she felt she might break down crying, and she 
knew if she did she would never stop crying. 

She managed somehow to get out of the consulate. Then she 
was in her room. She had not the faintest memory of how she had 
got from the consulate to her room. Then she was sobbing, sobbing 
violently. It had taken five years for her to break down. 


A ray of light 


J°70,this pit of misery there came a hopeful light. From New 
York, Chiu wrote that he had heard about something called the 
Refugee Relief Act of 1953, which Congress had recently passed. 
This law, he explained carefully to her, was designed to help 
refugees from Communist countries get into the U.S. She was 
at once hopeful. If there were ever refugees from a Communist 
country, she thought, it was the Lis. 

It is not a simple thing to apply for a visa under the Refugee 
Relief Act, and simple to get admitted under it. One must 
have as sponsors one or more U.S. citizens who must first give 
complete financial reports on themselves and then furnish ironclad 
assurances of personal responsibility for the refugee. One must 
have documentary proof that he has a specific place to live in the 
USS. and that this housing does not displace a U.S. resident. One 
must have assurance that he will not become a public charge, that 
he has waiting for him a specified job at a specified salary. And 
this employment must not displace a U.S. resident. One must, of 
course, be guaranteed morally and politically and have a thorough 
security check.

the endorsing agency. Two American friends of her father became co- 
sponsors. The Board of Missions of the Methodist Church agreed to 
employ Grace Li in New York as a stenographer at a salary of $223 
a month. The United States Employment Service certified that this 
employment would not displace any worker in the U.S. The required 
assurance was given that she would have a place to live in New York 
—with her husband. 

This took numerous visits and scores of letters. In addition Li him- 
self applied for permanent residence under the Refugee Relief Act. 
These tasks came in a period when Li was in the midst of his hardest 
work for his doctor’s degree. With all this—plus a job outside school 
hours for support—he worked 16 to 18 hours a day, month after 
month. In Montreal, Grace Li did everything she could to help. She 
filled out the numerous forms he sent her. She typed his thesi 

At last the mighty battery of forms, assurances and signatures was 
assembled, and Church World Service mailed them off to the U.S. 
State Department. 

Grace Li was now 28 years old. 

Four months passed before, at last, a formal letter precise in its 
legal language reached Grace Li from the State Department, 

As interpreted by the Lis’ endorsers, the letter meant that only 
one slip of paper now barred Mrs. Li’s entry into the U.S.: a readmis- 
sion certificate from the government of Canada. Such a certificate is 
another requirement under the Refugee Relief Act, as assurance that 
the U.S. will not get stuck with some undesirable refugee but can 
al ship him back to the country from whence he came. 


Again, the law’s delay 


BRUPTLY, as if emerging from some indescribable nightmare, the 

Lis stood upon a mount of ecstasy. In the most feverish of hopes 

the Lis had their lawyers approach Canadian officials in Ottawa. 

Would the government of Canada issue Grace Li a readmission 
certificate? 

Why, no, it would not. A person who was only a visitor to the 
country obyiously could not be given a readmission certificate to the 
country, In that case Mrs. Li, if deported from the U.S., would be- 
ome the responsibility of the Canadian government. The Canadian 


immigration officials also expressed to the Lis’ lawyers their sym- 


thy for Mrs. Li, but they pointed out that under the laws of Canada 
there was nothing they ald do to grant the request. 

‘The Lis were caught. They had conquered the mountain of papers 
that stood between them—all but one paper. 

‘or months the problem was investigated. Brilliant lawyers explored 
its misty corridors. The U.S. State Department and the Departments 
of External Affairs and of Citizenship and Immigration of Canada 
wrote letters hack and forth, Agencies and sponsors telephoned, made 
trips, conferred and wrote from Ottawa to Montreal to New York to 
Washington. Fourteen months passed. 

Last month, after a long period of no news, there came two im- 
portant developments in the lives of the Lis. 

In New York, Dr. Li, who is now doing guidance work with students 
at the Bernard M. Baruch School of Business and Public Administra- 
tion of the City College of New York, received the news that the 
House of Representatives of the U.S. had approved a resolution grant- 
a group of 700 aliens, including him, permanent residence in the 
S. under the Refugee Relief Act of 1953. 
In Montreal, Grace Li’s lawyers received a letter from the Depart- 
ment of Citizenship and Immigration of the government of Canada, 
the last and pertinent phrases of which read: “... it is m 
sidered that we would be justified in granting a further extension of 
temporary entry to Mrs. Grace Wang Yu-Ching Li. We do not wish to 
be unreasonable, however, and in order that she may have time to 
make the necessary departure arrangements, we are willingto allow her 
to remain until April 30, 1956. It is expected that Mrs. Grace Wang Yu- 
Ching Li will effect her departure voluntarily prior to that date. 

Dr. Li’s permanent residence clearance means that he can visit 
Canada—but only after he has received his official notification and 
arrangements are made for him to take the required oath. But it will 
probably take at least four months for all this to happen so that Li 
will not even be able to get to Montreal in time to see his wife off 
for Hong Kong. 

And so Mrs. Grace Wang Yu-Ching Li sits waiting in her room on 
the Cétes des Neiges in Montreal in the sovereign state of Canada. 
Dr. Pei-Chao Li sits in his room on \d Street in New York City in 
the sovereign state of the U.S.A. She is 29 years old.
